Trends  during  the  latter  part  of  1932  in 
clinic  and  nursing  visits  and  in  the  care  of  chil- 
dren in  day  nurseries,  foster  homes,  and  institu- 
tions were  in  close  agreement  with  the  indicated 
tendencies  in  the  figures  for  earlier  months  pre- 
sented in  the  July  and  August  issues  of  the  News 
Bulletin  on  Social  Statistics. 

Clinic  Visits 

The  total  number  of  clinic  visits  reported  by 
153  agencies  in  19  metropolitan  areas  continued  to 
rise  during  1932  but  less  rapidly  than  in  1931  and 


much  less  rapidly  than  in  1930.  In  certain  areas, 
however, the  percentage  increase  in  1932  was  larger 
than  in  preceding  years.  (Table  1.) 

As  is  illustrated  in  Chart  l,the  monthly  num- 
ber of  clinic  visits  fluctuates  widely,  partly  be- 
cause of  seasonal  influences  but  mainly  because  of 
variations  in  the  number  of  times  different  clinics 
meet  in  different  months.  In  1932  the  monthly  num- 
ber of  clinic  visits  was  from  40  to  57  per  cent 
above  the  1929  average  and  was  never  less  than  in 
the  corresponding  month  in  1931-

Nursing  Visits 

The  number  of  nursing  visits  for  which  pay- 
ment was  made  continued  to  decrease  in  1932,  ac- 
cording to  reports  forwarded  by  14  visiting- nurse 
associations  in  14  metropolitan  areas.  In  1931  the 
increase  in  free  visits  more  than  counterbalanced 
the  drop  in  paid  servioe.  In  1932  there  was  a 
lessened  tendency  toward  increase  in  free  service, 
and  the  total  number  of  visits  was  smaller  than  in 
1931.  (Table  2 and  Chart  2.) 

Children  in  Day  Murserles 

The  effect  of  widespread  unemployment  in  caus- 
ing a decrease  in  the  number  of  children  under  care 
in  day  nurseries  became  more  noticeable  during  the 
latter  part  of  1932.  On  the  last  day  of  December 
the  number  of  children  on  the  register  of  113  day 


nurseries  in  26  metropolitan  areas  had  been  re- 
duced to  about  three-fourths  of  the  monthly  aver- 
age on  the  last  day  of  the  month  in  1929-  (Table 
3 and  Chart  3- ) 

Dependent  and  Neglected  Children 
in  Foster  Homes  and  Institutions 

According  to  reports  of  58  agencies,  foster- 
home  care  of  dependent  and  neglected  children  from 
17  metropolitan  areas  increased  slightly  less  rap- 
idly in  1932  than  in  previous  years.  At  the  end  of 
1932  the  number  of  children  under  care  in  foster 
homes  was  about  30  per  cent  above  the  monthly  aver- 
age in  1929.  Institutional  care  reported  for  chil- 
dren from  19  areas  under  the  care  of  195  agencies 
decreased  noticeably  during  the  latter  part  of 
1932.  (Table  4 and  Chart  4.)
